Mr F,. R. Lilly, of the Alberta 
Pacific Elevator, reports that he 
bas taken up-to-date 18,000 bushels 
and that grain is now coming in at 
a tate of 2000 bushels per day 

The Imperial Elevator, which 
re-opened only recently, reports 
through the local agent, Mr Lehigh, 
that it has taken in about 2000 
bushels 

The Export Elevator, which is 
now owned by the Robin Hood 
Mitling Company, and the local 
agent for which is Mr Zerkle, re- 
ports that up to yesterday it had 
taken in 19000 busiels 

Four cars of grain have been 
shipped direct from the loading 
platform, making a total of 43,000 
bushels marketed to yesterday 
morning 

We have not yet got the figures 
for Cheadle, Namaka, Nightingale, 
and Tudor, but these points have 
all shipped considerable amounts of 
grain

The largest yield yet reported 
in this district is from the farm of 
Mr Twilliker, south of the river, 
whose wheat yield averaged 52 
bushels to the acre, and Mr Thos. 
Mergets, in the same neighborhood, 
whose oats went 110 bushels to the 
acre 

Mr Geo. Kennedy, farming near 
Tudor, informs us that he has fin- 
ished threshing, and realised 16,460 
bushels of grain off 360 acres. 
From 140 acres in wheat he har- 
vested 3800 bushels, an average of 


27 bushels per acre. Part of it 
averaged 35, but other sections 
were lighter, From 150 acres of 


oats he threshed bushels, 
averaging 67 bushels to the acre. 
In this case the stubble was burnt 
off in the spring, and the land disced 
twice. From jo acres of barley 
he threshed 2660 bushels, an aver- 
age of 39% peracre. The grade in 
all cases was very good 

The oat crop on the Demonstra- 
tion Farm, which is now being 
threshed, is yielding about 85 
bushels to the acre

Labor is scarce, and some of the 
threshing outfits are working short 
of their complement of teams 
and men. There is enough work 
in sight to keep the threshing mach- 
ines busy for at least three weeks 
yet, providing the weather keeps 
dry.

I suppose, he sald, It wil be ad- 
mitted that we have not been actuated 
by any feeing of churlishness in the 
step we took. It is not our business 
to pass criticism upon the monument 
merely as a work of art. We have 
no quarrel with the sculptor in this 
respect, No déubt he is a very bril- 
Nant artist who has boldly carried 
out a carefuly matured design, and 
presented us with a finely executel 
example of plastic art, Perhaps al! 
this is beside the question, 

Our point, and indeed our principa 
objection, is this: The Wilde monu- 
ment as it now stands would very f\- 
tingly adorn a museum of sculpture, 
but its place is certainly not in a pub- 
lic cemetery.

Material for Cardboard and Packing 


Paper Factories—Feed It to 
Live Stock. 

The Agricultural Department at Ot 
tawa in its official Circular known as 
“Census and Statistics Monthly, eays: 
“In the Northwest provinces the waste 
ful practice of burning the straw le 
reported as everywhere prevalent. In 
Manitoba, in most cases, wheat etraw 
is either all burnt or partly used as 
litter and ihe rest burnt. Farmers 
near enough to Winnipeg and other 
towns sell it for bedding purposes. 
Oat and bar‘ey straw is nearly all used 
for fodder. In Saskatchewan most of 
the oat and some of the barley etraw 
is used as fodder, but wheat straw 
and flax fibre are burnt, except a smal) 
portion that is used as litter. It is a 
practice with many farmers who have 
cattle to let the animals feed at the 
straw piles all the winter, the straw 
left over being burnt in the spring. 
In a few cases farmers use straw burn- 
ers. More live stock being kept in 
Alberta the etraw in this province is 
largely used for fodder and litter; so 
that less is wasted by burning. As ip 
Saskatchewan it is a common practice 
to allow cattle the run of the straw 
piles in the winter and burn the sur

STANDARD OFFICE 
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Dry Farming Congress 


The seventh session of the Inter- 
national Dry - Farming 
took place at Lethbridge ths week, 
commencing on Monday, and con- 
cluding to-day. Delegates trom all 
over the world were present, and 
the speeches delivered by these dele- 
gates showed that the 
scientific farming is making 
gress all over the globe, andslands 
being made to yield productive crops 
that once were deemed unfit to grow 
anything by reason of the scarcity 
of moisture This year's conference | 
was spoken of by Dr. W itdsve, the 
resident, as having beén the most 
successful trom point of attendance 

from the interest shown of any 

eld. It had also the distinction 
yg the first to be held out of 
ated States, 

che people of Lethbridge are to 
be congratulated on the success of 
the elaborate arrangements made 
for the comfortable housing of the 
delegates and the smooth running 
of the Congress. There was no 
confusion and everything passed off 
as arranged. 

The majority of the visiting dele- 
gates hailed from south of the line, 
but there was also a large delega- 
tion from Saskatchewan, and Al- 
berta was well represented, especi 
ally the Southern parts. Districts

As illustrating the cosmopolitan 
nature of the congress, it may be 
stated that what was considered the 
finest speech of the first day’s session 
was made by the Persian delegate, 
Mirza Ati Kuli Kahn, and the dele- 
gates from China, Mevico and other 
remote countries, gave practical 
addresses which showed that scen 
tific principles of farming were 
taking hold all over the 
Telegrams read from various in- 
portant personages, ine luding 
H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, 
Louis Botha, Premier of the Unton 
of South Africa, and others, showed 
the attention with which the work 
of the Congress is being followed. 

The exhibition section is, apart 
from the sessions, the most inter- 
esting section of the Congress, and 
here are grouped exhibits of grains 
vegetables, etc., from all over the 
North American continent. Many 
of the exhibits have to be seen to 
be believed, so immense is the size 
of many of the vegetables and other 
products shown. 

Among the provincial exhibits, 
the prairie provinces and British 
Columbia have splendid exhibits, 
the spectacle of which would silence 
anyone who does not hold a firm 
belief in Canada’s claim to be the 
granary of the British Empire. A 
number of the States in the Union 
have also splendid exhibits, pro- 
minent among which are those of 
Oklahoma, Oregon, Idaho and Col- 
orado. In the district exhibit class 
were grouped beautiful and convine- 
ing displays fom a number of the 
districts in Alberta, Naturally with 
the congress being held in Leth- 
bridge, Sovthern Alberta had the 
largest displays, and Taber, Card- 
ston, Macleod, Raymond, and other 
towns in that vicinity were well 
represented, However, several 
territories in the north as far distant 
as St. Albert and Morinville, were 
represented,

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Farmers are Planting 
Trees 


The windbreak competition which 
the Canadian Pacitic Railway, 
through the forestry Branch, has 
started amongst the settlers on land 
formerly owned by the compiny 
from township 28 to the Canadian 
boundary is meeting with very great 
The are begin- 
to recognize the protection 
and reduction of fuel that 
windbreaks planted around their 
buildings afford, and are taking 
advantage of the Car adian Paci- 
fic Railway company's offer— 
that of supplying half of the num- 
ber of trees they require for their 
windbreaks, free of charge, and 
aiso the low charge they are sup- 
plying the other hall for. 

Very few of the farmers who 
have ordered trees in this way 
have mentioned an thing in re- 
gard to the prizes. All seem to 
be taking the opportunity of re- 
ceiving trees, not for the idea re- 
ceiving prizes tor the beautifying 
ot their home, but for the reason 
they sce what benefits to their 
home surroundings a windbreak 
makes, 

The cempetition is open till 
spring, but the sooner orders are 
placed with the forestry branch 
the more likely farmers will get 
the full number of each variety 
which they order, for the orders 
which have come in so far are 
very large for certain varieties, 
and, as stipulated in the circular 
letter, the company has the right 
t»> substitute with another variety 
of any species which may be ex- 
hausted, as all orders are booked 
on the date in which they are re- 
ceived, 

Pratically every section of the 
praires can be helped by mere in- 
telligent and extensive planting 
by all small land owners. By 
this means the abandoned land 
can be made productive, the best 
kinds of shelter belts and wood 
fots secured in newly irrigated 
sections, the needed protection 
given to field crops, and the nec- 
essary wood material produced 
cheaply on the treeles sprairie and 
the whole country made more at- 
tractive as a place of habitation, 

One of the mot potent it flu- 
ences which retard planting on 
farm lands in the difficulty exper- 
ienced in securing suitable plant- 
ing material, save at almost pro- 
hibitive cost, The high initial 
cost of nursery-grown seedlings, 
the expense of shipment and the 
uncertainty cf teceiving the 
young trees when p'antd have 
had a very discouraging effect on 
the small planter.

Frosts during September in those 
provinces did some damage; but as 
a rule only late sown crops inciud- 
ing flax are seriously affected. In 
parts ot Southern Ontario the 
ground is so Wet that many farmers 
have abandoned the sowing of fall 
wheat for next year. 


The estimates of yield published 
a month ago could only be regarded 
as of preliminary value, because in 
consequence of the bad weather and 
late season harvesting operations 
had made so litle progress. 

The new esiimates of wield ob- 
tained trom correspondents at. the 
end of September contirm generally 
tne previous estimates for most of 
the crops, but inasmuch as very 
little threshing had been possible 
and large areas of grain were still 
unharvested, it is feared that the 
final estimates, after compietion of 
the threshing may turn out lower 
than the figures now given, 

For spring wheat the estimated 
production is 188,816,600 bushels 
as compared with 189,904,500 bus. 
last’ year. For fall wheat the 
estimate is 16,868,700 bushels 
as compared with 26,014,000 bus, 
last year, the total estimated wheat 
production being therefore 205,885, 
300 bushels as compared with 215, 
918.500 bushels in 19t1, a decrease 
of 5 p.c. Oats show a total pro- 
duction of 381,502,000 bushels com- 
pared with 348,585,600 bushels last 
year, the yield per acre being 41,39 
bushels compared with 37.75. Bar- 
ley is estimated to yield a total of 
43,895,100 bushels compared with 
40,631,000 last year, the yield per 
acre being 31 00 bnshels against 
28.94. The total production of rye 
is 3,086,000 bushels against 2,668, 
Soo in 1911, the yield per acre being 
respectively 20.75 and 17.41 bus- 
hels. The estimated production of 
peas is 4,202,400 bushels, of beans 
1,106,800 bushels, of buckwheat 
10,924,100 bushels, of flaxseed 
21,143,400 bushels, of mixed grains 
17,950,900 bushels, and of corn for 
husking 14,218,400 bushels, 

‘The average quality of these crops 
at harvest timé, measured On a per 
cent basis of 100 as representing 
grain well headed, well filled, well 
saved and unaffected to any appreci- 
able extent by frost, rust smut, etc., 
is as follows: spring wheat, 83 70, 
oats, 85.01, barley 84.48, rye 80.82 
peas 67.41, beans 68.81, buckwheat 
80,87, mixed grains 90.59 flaxseed 
83.86 and corn for husking 71.92 p. 
Cc, Of these crops wheat, oats, 
barley and flaxseed are above, while 
peas, beans and corn tor busking 
are below the average quality for 
either of the two previous years. 
Rye is slightly below the average. 
Flax is well above the quality of 
both 1911 (75 p. c.) and tatoo (73 
p. ¢.). 

Root crops, continue to show ex- 
cellent figures as representing aver- 
age condition during growth, The 
highest are potatoes go.12 p. c. and 
the lowest corn for fodder 80.63 p. 
c. the last named crop has improved 
by over 4 points during the month,

In speaking of the two 
steamships the ‘‘Empress of Russia 
and the ‘*Empress of Asia,” which

press of Russia” and ‘*Empress of 
Asia.” should four compartment be 
flooded they will still foat. In the 
matter of safety these are the first 
vessels built to fulfil these condi- 
tions.” 

It was also stated that the new 
steamships would be equipped with 
all the other latest devices making 
for satety, such as wireless appar- 
atus, search lights, submarine 
signals, and from the very moment 
they are assembled, the members of 
the crews will be trained in the 
life saving, fire and other drills, 
which are a feature of all this Com- 
pany's steamships.

An Income From Mushrooms 
In many 


countries the mushroom Is 
a Cecidedly valuable product. We us- 
tally think of raising them in cellars 
or other aark places, and can hardly 
pleture them as growing in any other 
spot; yet the Japanese method is 
peculiar as Jt is interesting. for with 
ove species, known as Chiitake, exper-
